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Pharmacy looks 
at layoffs after 
bill passes

The province’s new drug legislation has 
been passed in Queen’s Park and new reg- 
ulations will come into effect on July 1. 

The bill, which has caused great outcry 
among Ontario’s pharmacists, will reduce 
the price of generic drugs and terminate 
professional allowances, or monies paid 
to pharmacists by generic drug companies 
in return for carrying their products. 


Khosrow Eshkaur owns the Kinmount 
Pharmacy and says the new legislation 
will be devastating to his business. 

“We will certainly be looking into re- 
ducing the hours and laying off staff,” 
Eshkaur told the Times on Tuesday. 

Eshkaur said he hadn’t had time to fig- 
ure out exactly what changes he would 
have to make to his business as a result of 
lost revenue, but said they could include

Land trust gets $30,000 for 
at-risk reptile survey

A federal grant will be helping the 
Haliburton Highlands Land Trust protect 
some of the county’s at-risk reptiles. 

The trust learned in late May that it was 
approved for a grant of more than $30,000 
from Environment Canada’s Habitat 
Stewardship Program for Species at Risk. 
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It will be using the money to conduct a 
series of field surveys to better understand 
where the county’s nine species-at-risk 
reptiles live and procreate. 

Those species are the milk snake, east- 
ern hog-nosed snake, eastern ribbon snake, 
five-lined skink, wood turtle, spotted tur- 
tle, stinkpot turtle, Blanding’s turtle and

More paintings about buildings and rocks

A new exhibit at Minden’s Agnes Jamieson Gallery is a 
unique exploration of Haliburton County’s landscape that 
also establishes a link between the wilderness here and 
one of the boroughs of America’s most populous city. 

More paintings about buildings and rocks features the 
work of Victoria Ward and Gary Blundell, rural residents 
of Highlands East who have lived in the county for the 
past 10 years. 

Meeting in Toronto in the mid-1990s, they lived in their 
studio for a time before moving to the county, where it 
was feasible for the two artists to have a home that was 
not also their workspace. 

“Quite honestly, it was really just an economic deci- 
sion,’ Ward said of the move to Highlands East, but 
added that both she and Blundell draw artistic inspiration 
from the rugged landscape surrounding their home. 

“We both work off the location,” Blundell said. 

The works are a far cry from what most would consider 
traditional landscape art. 

Many of Blundell’s pieces are on large wooden squares 
he has carved full of cube-shaped notches. 

On top of this base are acrylic and oil paints that depict 
lines that could be those of an amber sunset or shapes 
that could be trees or the crumbling remains of a rotting 
building. 

While he’s been painting seriously since the early 
1980s, Blundell studied geology at university. 

He said his scientific background has shaped how he 
sees the world and influenced his art. 


“A lot of information that was fed to me as a student 
comes into my work,” he said. 

Particularly, the way the world is composed of small 
components — cells, atoms — is reflected in the notched, 
wooden canvases Blundell creates for himself. 

The name of the exhibit is a playful reference to the 
Talking Heads album more songs about buildings and 
food, the cover of which depicts the band’s members 
through a series of squares. 

“We're just old punk rockers,” Ward laughed. 

Not all of the pieces in the exhibit were inspired by the 
local landscape. A few are interpretations of the rising 
concrete structures of Brooklyn, N.Y., where Ward and 
Blundell recently took a trip. 

For Blundell, he said there is a connection between the 
wilderness — or what’s left of it — of the county and the 
atmosphere that large cities provide. 

“You have to have your wits about you [in both envi- 
ronments], Blundell said, explaining that while in the 
city there is the constant hustle-bustle and mass amounts 
of people one must deal with, here there are bears and 
wolves and other creatures that can just plain kill a 
person. 

“T feel like that is a different kind of wilderness,” he 
said of the city, adding that he gets the same feeling 
walking through a metropolis like New York as he does 
hiking in the woods. 

In both places, Blundell said, there is freedom. 

In the forest, there is freedom from the conformity of 
society and in large cities, people are also free to be who- 
ever they want to be. 

“It’s the suburbs, it’s all the in-between that seem not 
like wilderness,” Blundell said. 


Ward’s pieces in the exhibit also centre on this push 
and pull between humans and nature and what she said is 
the continuum from forest to city. 

Mostly done on wood and using photos, pens and 
acrylic paint, Ward’s works depict pieces of civilization 
— a trailer, a sugar shack, a water tower — cast against 
against abstract backdrops that are not quite warm and 
not quite haunting. 

For both she and Blundell, she said the process of creat- 
ing usually involves not only the application of paint, but 
also its removal. 

“We pull as much paint off a work as we put on,” she 
said, adding that this always ensures that their works have 
the desired effect of not looking exactly like the things 
they’re supposed to depict. 

The couple has exhibited their work, respectively and 
collectively, in Toronto, Montreal, Vancouver, Ottawa 
and many other cities throughout the country. 

This is the first time they have exhibited locally and 
Blundell said it was nice to exhibit in the area where he 
and Ward live and also stressed he thought small galler- 
ies were under-rated and overlooked. 

“T think these places are going to become more impor- 
tant in the future,” he said. 

Tying the work of famed artist André Lapine, who 
is buried in Minden, into the exhibit, curator Laurie 
Carmount has included sketches Lapine did of the Donald 
chemical plant in the early 20th century. 

Though the sketches are small, the smoke stacks of 
the plant sit in looming, almost evil contrast to the small 
wooden buildings and trees below. 

The exhibit opened June 3 and will run until July 24. 
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Kushog Lake association adopts lake plan

Five years after its conception, the Kushog 
Lake Property Owners Association adopted an 
official lake management plan at the organiza- 
tion’s annual general meeting on June 5. 

Wayne Black, the organization’s past presi- 
dent and a member of the lake plan steering 
committee, outlined the purpose of creating a 
draft management plan. 

“This process began five years ago when the 
association hired on French Planning Services 
to form a draft plan,” said Black. “There are 
concerned property owners who want to pro- 
tect the long-term plan and use of the lake.” 

Randy French of French Planning Services 


was on hand to present a summary of the draft’s 
key findings. 

“T’m just a guy who wants to protect the qual- 
ity of our life,” said French in his introduction. 
“T need to congratulate the Lake Kushog people 
for investing in this plan. This plan in particu- 
lar has probably taken the longest but is one of 
the most comprehensive plans out there.” 

According to French the purpose of the draft 
was to recognize and protect lake character 
along with continuing a long-term process of 
assessment and evaluation. 

Some key social observations made about the 
lake included its water quality, the peace and 
tranquility, the rich history and the recreational 
opportunities. 

“If I were buying cottage property this is a 
lake I would target,” said French during the

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Planner Randy Panoi’ was on hand at the association’s annual general 
meeting to give members a summary of the new official lake management 


plan. 
presentation. 

In regards to the future French 
made specific mention of a certain 
species that is both unique and detri- 
mental to Kushog Lake. 

“T would invest money into the 
lake trout that are in this lake,” said 
French. “If the lake trout go you have 
big problems.” 

French explained to the association 
that the lake trout are primarily re- 
sponsible for the restricted develop- 
ment surrounding the lake. Kushog 
Lake has been designated a natural 
lake trout lake because it has a natu- 
rally reproducing population and has 
been managed by the Ministry of 
Natural Resources because of this 
characteristic. 

Following French’s presentation 
,Black put forth a motion that the as- 
sociation accept the draft plan and 
make it the official lake plan, which 
was subsequently accepted. 

The meeting continued with an 
update on municipal affairs from 
Algonquin Highlands Councillor 
Carol Moffatt. 

Moffatt congratulated the associa- 
tion on adopting an official lake plan 
and updated them on outcomes of the 
municipality’s official plan meeting, 
held in Dorset. 

“Kushog north is now deemed at 
capacity,” said Moffatt, “due to the 
fish populations. This means devel- 
opments like Silver Beach will not 


be happening here because it will be 
very difficult for projects like that to 
get approval.” 

Moffatt informed those in atten- 
dance that the township would be 
levying $300,000 more in taxes this 
year. The increase, said Moffatt, can 
be attributed to the airport, new fire 
trucks, the hiring of a training offi- 
cer, road costs along with other in- 
curred expenses. 

“There are some new exciting 
things happening in the township,” 
said Moffatt. 

Questions directed at Moffatt in- 
cluded the future of the Frost Centre, 
the low water levels and the state of 
the Buckslide bridge. 

“The bridge has been repaired and 
is now back in place,” said Moffatt. 
“The water levels fall under the 
Trent-Severn Waterway, which the 
municipality has no jurisdiction on. 
The Frost Centre is owned by the 
provincial government and the min- 
istry hasn’t expressed what they want 
to do with it. It could be tied up for a 
long time.” 

Moffatt wrapped up her update by 
reminding everyone that this was an 
election year and that voting was 
scheduled to take place on Oct. 25. 

“Tm a firm believer that if you 
don’t vote you don’t have a say,” 
said Moffatt.

Unusually dry weather keep 
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MNR firefighters busy

Anyone who’s passed by the Stanhope 
Airport recently may have noticed a num- 
ber of bright yellow aircraft at the site. 

The helicopters and planes belong to the 
Ministry of Natural Resources, which has 
been using Stanhope as a standby base and 
refueling station for a number of weeks as 
it fights forest fires north of here, many in 
the Sudbury area. 

“Tt has been unusually dry,” said Robin 
Vernon, a Haliburton-based fire opera- 
tions supervisor, explaining that most 
blazes result from lightning striking dry 
patches of forest or field. 

On May 28, Vernon said there were 
some 10,000 lightning strikes within what 
she called Sector 1, which stretches from 
Lake Ontario to the top of Algonquin Park 
and from Parry Sound to Pembroke. 

Its location makes Stanhope a strategic 


centre point for the sector, she said. 

The aircraft that have been landing 
and taking off at Stanhope are mostly 
small- and medium-sized helicopters, 
Turbo Beavers and Twin Otters, said on 
MNR employee on hand at the airport last 
week. 

Turbo Beavers are used for the location 
and supervision of forest fires, he said, 
while the larger Twin Otters can be used 
to transport water. 

The runway at Stanhope is not long 
enough to accommodate larger water 
bombers. 

“We're just busy,” said airport manager 
John Packer of all the recent activity at the 
airport. 

Packer said the airport sold substantially 
more fuel than usual in May. 

“It’s good for the airport and it’s also 
good for the community to know we have 
the fuel to keep them safe,” he said.

He builds 
them a new neighbourhood, a 
modified bird feeder 
mounted on a post, 
and, gently again, car- 
ries the nest to its new 
home. 

Now he is worried 
that Mom and Dad won’t find their brood. 

It is 48 hours later when he first spots them 
flitting about, but they must have found their 
babies long before that or they’d surely have 
starved to death by then. 

Nine days later, the nest is empty. Their age 
when the Talbots discovered them is uncer- 


tain, but phoebes don’t fledge until they are at 
least 16 days old. 

Did the babies leave the nest on their own 
or was a raccoon raid involved? Nesting near 
the water’s edge is risky, but phoebes often 
nest near water. 

Once upon a time, we believed that what 
separates humans from other creatures is the 
ability to reason, perhaps a capacity for intro- 
spection. It seems to me one thing that sets us 
apart is our fondness for babies of all species. 

I have meat-eating friends who can’t eat 
lamb because it is, well, lamb. Goslings 
and stiff-legged fawns make my heart melt 
though they might look like dinner to otters 
and bears. 

The Talbots could have knocked the nest 
off its perch and left the nestlings to die, but 
that is not what humans do.

Attendees of the Haliburton Highlands 
Chamber of Commerce’s monthly break- 
fast last week learned all about the group 
benefits insurance program businesses can 
access through the chamber. 

The June 3 breakfast was held at Minden’s 
Beaverbrook Golf Course, a member of the 
chamber for more than 40 years, where 
guest speakers were “The Benefits Coach,” 
local insurance agent Shawn Hagerman and 
Shanthi Bascombe of elearnnetwork.ca. 

The benefit package known as the 
Chambers Plan, and available to any mem- 
ber business of any Canadian chamber of 
commerce, is a great method for small busi- 
nesses to attain insurance for their employ- 
ees, Hagerman said. 

The program, which offers all the benefits 
one would expect, from life insurance to in- 
surance for critical illness and dismember- 
ment to long-term disability, can provide 
coverage for businesses with between one 
and 50 employees and Hagerman said more 
than 28,000 businesses across the country 


use it. 

The plan offers online capabilities for 
employers to customize and monitor their 
insurance plans and Hagerman said there is 
plenty of flexibility. 

Employees can also go online to check up 
on their own coverage. 

“Tt gives employees control over their 
health,” Hagerman said. 

A special feature of the plan, which 
Hagerman said was added at no charge to 
businesses, is access to the country’s Best 
Doctors database, which provides informa- 
tion on some 50,000 medical specialists 
across Canada considered to be at the top 
of their fields.

ated with all of Ontario’s publicly run col- 
leges and universities and offers a range of 
programs, from basic computer literacy to 
trades programs to full university degrees. 
“There are some things you can’t learn 
online,” Bascombe said, explaining that if 
someone wants to become a nurse, for ex- 
ample, they would have to leave the area. 
There are many courses available online 
though and while some are self-guided, with 
students doing their work at whatever time 
they choose, others have set lecture times, 
with lectures being delivered via audio-vi- 
sual equipment provided at the centre. 
“Depending on the program, we have the 
technology that fits,” Bascombe said. 
The centre in Haliburton has been up and 
running for year and Bascombe said it has 
far exceeded the 30 course registrations it 


was expected to fetch with more than 100 
course registrations and 29 active students. 

Bascombe said the large majority of these 
students are women and that many are sin- 
gle mothers. 

There are 18 elearnnetwork centres in 18 
small and rural communities throughout 
central and eastern Ontario. 

Dave Stevens of Beaverbrook thanked at- 
tendees for coming and said the golf course 
enjoyed an early start this year due to the 
warm weather. 

“You can’t cut the grass fast enough,” he 
said. 

Next month’s breakfast is scheduled to 
be held at the new Molly’s Bistro Bakery 
in Minden. 


Sunday Rambles widely contributed to Rail Trail success

The Friends of the Rail Trail are celebrating 
their most successful season so far, which they 
contribute in large part to the popularity of the 
Sunday Rambles. 

The organization held their annual general 
meeting on June 6 to wrap up the season and 
discuss the future of Haliburton’s Rail Trail. 

Treasurer Terry Carr discussed the organiza- 
tion’s financial standings with the group, high- 
lighting the success of this year’s membership 
fees and participants. 

“This is the first year we really had anything 
to report financial-wise,” said Carr. “This year 
[which went from May to April 2010] we col- 
lected $320 in membership fees. That’s com- 
pared to the $35 collected last year.” 

The organization collects a $5 membership 


fee, a price they feel is inclusive to all income 
levels. Individuals under the age of 18 as well 
as dogs are eligible for free memberships. 

Originally formed in 2007, FoRT began with- 
out an operating budget. The membership fees, 
along with a railway history DVD made by the 
group, both largely contribute to the organiza- 
tion’s finances. 

Costs the organization has incurred include 
the creation of the DVDs along with the print- 
ing costs of the Sunday Rambles brochures. 
According to the executive committee, the 
quality of this year’s brochure also contrib- 
uted significantly to the success of the Sunday 
Rambles. 

“T think this committee has come leaps and 
bounds since last year,” said Marsales. “I’m so 
thrilled to see how many people came out to 
the rambles this year. I think our brochure re- 
ally showed that we were serious. We had more 


people come out than Hike Haliburton.” 

In a presentation made to those in attendance, 
Marsales highlighted that overall attendance 
for the rambles was 326 people plus dogs. The 
rambles covered three out of the four munici- 
palities in the county and contributed to local 
restaurant establishments due to a new social- 
izing aspect introduced this year. 

The rambles are held in April and May, the 
only months of the year ATVs and snowmo- 
biles aren’t permitted to use the trail. The pres- 
ence of these motorized vehicles continues to 
interfere with the organization’s hope that the 
Rail Trail could one day become a unique and 
vibrant characteristic of Haliburton County. 

“The Rail Trail is something that could put us 
on an international map,” said Marsales. 

The executive committee is preparing to make 
a presentation to Haliburton’s economic devel- 
opment committee this week to address some 


of the issues and benefits surrounding the trail. 
Among the topics to be addressed include the 
lack of road signage promoting the Rail Trail. 

“Right now we’re somewhat under the radar 
but that could all change,” said Marsales. “The 
county is starting to notice us and every year 
we’re creating more of a presence.”

It is Peter Ferri’s contagious laugh that 
Archie Stouffer Elementary School prin- 
cipal Joan Harpell will miss the most. 

“Peter laughs a lot and [when] he laughs 
in the office, you hear him. He’s got a real 
engaging kind of laugh. And when you 
hear it you want to join in,” says Harpell 
of her colleague for the past four years. 

“That’s what we notice the most about 
him and what we’ll miss the most. He 
makes everything seem like fun,” she 
said. 

Ferri is being transferred by the school 
board to J.D. Hodgson Elementary School 
in the fall, making way for new vice-prin- 
cipal Mary Handley. 

During his short period in Minden, he 
distinguished himself as someone who 
had a lot of fun, but also cared for special 
needs students and kids with behavioural 
issues. 

“He’s been really, really instrumental in 
moving forward the needs of special needs 
students. He has done that since he came. 
He had a particular affinity for deaf stu- 
dents. We have had several of those over 
the past four years that he’s had an impact 
on,” Harpell said. 

Ferri is a special needs specialist — some- 
thing that will be put to work at JOHES 
where there is a Grade 7/8 resource class 
he hopes to engage with. 

It’s a bittersweet moment for Ferri, who 
said the Minden community welcomed 
him with open arms when he moved up 


from Brampton to become VP. 

“T have been so welcomed in this com- 
munity. The staff ... they’re like family,” 
Ferri said. 

In his short time at ASES, Ferri culti- 
vated relationships with the staff, students 
and parents that will be hard to let go of 
when he takes the place of Gord Wood at 
JDHES in the fall. 

“People have got to know me, the way 
I work as an administrator and I’ve got- 
ten to know the parents and the kids a lot 
better and it’s been a great year. I'll miss 
that,” he said. 

“You work up to that and you get to en- 
joy it and then you're starting over some- 
where else, so that’s hard.” 

Along with working with special needs 
kids, Ferri also hopes to start up a restor- 
ative justice program at JOHES — some- 
thing he worked on at ASES. 

“[’m very excited about getting up to 
Haliburton and working with that com- 
munity around that as well,” he said. 

Restorative justice is a method of re- 
solving wrongs by focusing on healing all 
parties, rather than punishing. 

It is especially useful in bullying 
situations. 

Harpell said that in the time Ferri was 
working on the discipline side of students’ 
behaviour, great improvements were made 
on the verbal bullying front. 

“Kids and parents were coming for- 
ward with issues with the belief they 
will be helped [by the school],” she said, 
something ASES will carry on after Ferri 
leaves.

increased service charges or the removal 
of some services. 

As of Canada Day, pharmacies will 
lose professional allowances on generic 
drugs purchased through the Ontario Drug 
Benefit program. 

“That is a big part of my business,” 
Eshkaur said, explaining that many of his 
patients are senior citizens on the ODB 
program. 

Professional allowances on_ generic 
drugs purchased through private insurers 
or by individuals will be reduced each year 
until 2013, when they will be eliminated. 

But the province is trying to help rural 
pharmacists deal with the changes, MPP 
Rick Johnson says. 

“The phase-in is a bit of a concession,” 
Johnson said, adding that the province will 
also be increasing dispensing fees for ru- 
ral pharmacies from $7 to between $8 and 
$12 a prescription depending on a formula 
that judges how remote pharmacies are. 

Dispensing fees for Minden pharmacies 
should rise to $9. 

It will be more in Kinmount, which has 
only one pharmacy. 

The province will also be giving some 
rural pharmacies transitional funding, 
which will amount to an extra dollar

per dispensing fee until April of 2011, 
Johnson said. 

“That will soften the blow, somewhat,” 
said Peter Meraw, co-owner of Minden 
Pharmasave, but added that increased dis- 
pensing fees will not fill the hole left by 
lost professional allowances. 

“However, even with this compromise, 
it still represents a $4 loss per ODB pre- 
scription dispensed,” said Meraw, who 
was extremely active in opposing the 
pending legislation, giving a speech at 
Queen’s Park and holding a public dem- 
onstration at the business he owns with 
business partner Richard Smith. 

Meraw said ODB prescriptions account 
for about 70 per cent of his business. 

Like Eshkaur, Meraw said it was too 
soon to pinpoint just what changes he

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and Smith may have to make at their 
pharmacy. 

“We obviously have some big decisions 
to make in the next three weeks, and mov- 
ing forward,” he said. “It’s important to 
point out also that for Minden’s 12-month 
business cycle, summer is obviously and 
overwhelmingly the peak season. It is dif- 
ficult to make significant changes to our 
business model without hurting service 
quality.” 

For months, the Ontario Pharmacists 
Coalition was at the table with the prov- 
ince trying to establish alternative ways 
the government could save money through 
pharmacies. 

Those talks broke down and Eshkaur 
said he was disappointed the province had 
refused to cooperate. 

“The government didn’t listen to the co- 
alition at all,” he said. 

Meraw, too, said he was disappointed at 
how things had unfolded. 

“IT would like to emphasize for the pub- 
lic the truth about our negotiations with 
this government,” he said. “We attempted 
to negotiate for nine months, and none of 
our suggestions were adopted.” 

Meraw said the coalition believed it to 
be drug over-utilization that was driving 
the province’s drug costs so high and that 
better management of drug utilization by 
the province could be a sustainable long- 
term solution to the problem. 


Ontario has been paying much more for 
generic drugs than other provinces and the 
changes are expected to save the govern- 
ment $750 million in the first year and $1 
billion a year in succeeding years. 

A massive ad campaign by the prov- 
ince’s pharmacies called these reductions 
cuts to front-line health care since along 
with providing medications, pharmacists 
are also qualified to give medical advice 
and perform medical services, such as the 
checking of blood pressure. 

“Tt was factually incorrect,” Johnson 
said of this statement, adding that the gov- 
ernment plans to reinvest $2.5 billion of 
the dollars it will save back into the health- 
care system to allow the ODB program to 
incorporate more kinds of medications. 

Johnson said his office lodged a com- 
plaint with the Canadian Advertising 
Standards Council regarding the ads, but 
said he was told the council didn’t deal 
with any advertising it considered to be of 
a political nature. 

Johnson said the changes mean the cost 
of generic drugs will drop by at least 50 
per cent and that this is good news not 
only for individuals who must pay for 
their medications out-of-pocket, but also 
for provincial organizations like school 
boards, which will save money on their 
employee benefit programs. 

“This is about doing the right thing,” he 
said.

festivities were spearheaded by Mickey Bonham, the 
group’s original founding member. Bonham first heard 
about the national grandmother campaign in 2006 during 
the international AIDS conference in Toronto. 

“T had been following the coverage of the conference,” 
said Bonham, “and the Stephen Lewis Foundation was 
very active in that. They had brought grandmothers over 
from Africa for that event and I saw all of this and knew 
there would be people up here interested in helping.” 

After the seed was planted in Bonham’s head, she talk- 
ed to a few of her friends around a dining room table 
and soon a group of six committee members was born. 
Four years later that group has grown to include 60 mem- 
bers who organize two annual fundraisers, the tea party 
and this year a harvest gathering in the fall, in lieu of the 
organization’s previous Christmas event. 

According to Bonham the organization supports a va- 
riety of projects in 15 African countries, including music 
therapy counselling, education, access to proper nutrition 
and medical care. The goal of the campaign, she said, is 
to reach one million orphans each year. 

The national campaign has also grown to include 240 
clubs across the country who together have raised more 
than $7 million.

snapping turtle. “Haliburton County is incredibly rich in 
its diversity and we want to protect that and we want to 
learn more about it,” said trust chair Sheila Ziman. “The 
more we know, the better it is.” 

Biologist Paul Heaven will be helping the trust to 
know more as he conducts field surveys throughout the 
county. 

“We’re trying to flag some of the wetlands that might 
be important,” Heaven told the Times. 

These kinds of studies haven’t been carried out to any 
great extent in the county before. 

Heaven said that community mobilization would be a 
huge part of making the effort a success and is asking that 
any residents who see any members of the nine species, 
alive or dead, call him at 286-3181 or email pheaven@ 
glenside-eco.ca. 

Heaven said GPS co-ordinates and photographs of the 
animal(s) are also important. 

With part of the grant money, the trust will be hosting a 
series of public workshops in conjunction with environ- 
mental organization The Land Between. 

The workshops will show people how to identify spe-

cies at risk and what they should do if they encounter 
members of these species. 

For example, there are certain methods of moving tur- 
tles off roadways. 

Five workshops will take place throughout June, July 
and August in Haliburton, Minden, Gooderham and 
Wilberforce. 

The data collected from the field studies will be used by 
the land trust and also shared with the Ministry of Natural 
Resources as well as Environment Canada. 

Ziman and Heaven both stressed that the trust never 
sends people onto private property without the permis- 
sion of the landowner.

H.A.V.E. committee realized that another way of fundrais- 
ing needed to be considered. Initially, the Walk was short- 
ened to five km around Head Lake. The last H.A.V.E. walk 
in Haliburton was held in 2002. 

In 2003, the format changed from a Walk to a Choose 
Your Own Adventure, which allowed for a great diversity 
for fundraising initiatives. Some people continued to choose 
a physical endeavour while others chose to organize dinners, 
entertainment, creative projects, vigils or bowling adven- 
tures.

An application for a CIDA grant in 2007 required the or- 
ganization to raise $50,000 annually.
